To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Morley  Borough 
Council 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  1960. 

My  predecessor,  Dr.  Joseph  Lyons  left  in  July,  1960,  to 
become  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  to  the  West  Riding 
County  Council,  and  I  commenced  duty  on  1st  October.  I 
gladly  pay  tribute  to  Dr.  Lyons  and  to  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Barbara 
Briggs,  for  her  supervision  and  guidance  of  the  Department 
during  the  difficult  transitional  period.  The  efficiency  of  these 
two  Officers  greatly  eased  my  own  initial  problems,  for  I  was 
able  to  take  charge  of  an  organisation  which  was  functioning 
smoothly  and  well.  Their  extensive  knowledge  and  experience 
have  continued  to  be  available  to  me,  and  I  have  frequently 
looked  to  them  for  help  and  advice. 
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The  routine  work  of  the  many  services  administered  by 
this  Office  has  continued,  and  is  commented  upon  in  the  body 
of  my  Report.  Developments  in  four  of  these  services  during 
the  year  are  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  justify  comment  in  this 
Introduction. 


These  developments  are: — 


(1)  The  establishment  of  a  Non-routine  Scheme  in  the 
School  Health  Service. 

(2)  The  establishment  of  a  Chiropody  Service  for  certain 
priority  groups. 

(3)  The  expansion  of  the  Mental  Health  Service. 

(4)  An  immunisation  campaign  against  diphtheria  and 
tetanus. 


The  Non-routine  Scheme  was  introduced  in  January  for 
a  trial  period  of  one  year.  It  was  later  decided  to  continue 
the  Scheme  until  the  middle  of  next  year,  and  a  full  account 
of  it  will  be  given  in  my  next  Annual  Report.  Every  school 
child  is  normally  given  a  routine  examination  at  least  three 
times  during  the  ten  years  of  school  life,  and  these  examina¬ 
tions  usually  take  place,  shortly  after  entry  of  school,  shortly 
before  leaving,  and  about  half-way  through  school  life.  In  the 
Non-routine  Scheme,  the  entrants'  and  leavers’  examinations 
continue  as  before,  but  the  middle  examination  is  replaced  by 
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alternative  means  to  obtaining  information  about  the  children. 
These  alternative  means  are,  questionnaires  completed  by  the 
parents;  reports  from  teachers  and  more  frequent  visits  of  the 
School  Doctor  to  the  schools.  The  evaluation  of  this  Scheme 
places  a  great  responsibility  on  us,  because  our  findings  will 
be  submitted  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  R.  W.  Elliott, 
to  the  School  Health  Service  Sub-Committee  of  the  County 
Council,  and  may  well  influence  policy  throughout  the  whole 
of  the  West  Riding. 


A  Chiropody  Service  was  established  in  the  Division  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  and  was  in  full  operation  by  March. 
The  Service  is  limited  to  the  following  three  priority  groups : 

( a)  Expectant  mothers. 

(b)  Women  aged  60  or  over  and  men  aged  65  or  over. 

(c)  Men  and  women  below  these  ages  who  are  physically 
handicapped. 


The  Service  is  free  but  each  person  is  normally  limited  to 
a  maximum  of  six  treatments  in  any  period  of  twelve  months. 
Before  treatment  can  be  started  the  person  must  have  a  certi¬ 
ficate  from  his  or  her  own  doctor  or  from  a  member  of  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  nursing  staff.  Only  chiropodists  who  are  qualified 
to  be  on  the  Medical  Auxiliary  Register  are  employed,  and  the 
treatments  are  usually  given  in  one  of  the  Local  Health  Auth- 
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ority's  Clinics.  In  some  cases,  where  the  person  is  unable  to 
attend  the  clinic  because  of  illness  or  infirmity,  arrangements 
are  made  for  the  chiropodist  to  treat  the  person  at  home.  Al¬ 
though  the  Service  has  only  been  in  operation  for  some  nine 
months,  it  appears  to  be  working  satisfactorily. 


The  Mental  Health  Act,  1959  came  fully  into  operation 
on  1st  November,  1960.  The  aims  of  this  Act  are  principally 
threefold.  Firstly,  responsibility  for  the  admission  of  a  men¬ 
tally  disordered  person  to  an  institution  is  made  solely  a  medical 
one.  Secondly,  the  care  and  treatment  of  mental  illness  is 
placed,  so  far  as  is  possible,  on  the  same  basis  as  the  care  and 
treatment  of  physical  illness.  Thirdly,  and  most  importantly 
from  our  point  of  view,  there  is  a  re-orientation  from  institu¬ 
tional  care  towards  care  within  the  community.  The  Act  also 
introduces  a  new  terminology.  For  example,  the  terms  feeble¬ 
mindedness  and  idiocy  are  replaced  by  mental  subnormality  and 
severe  subnormality,  and  the  Occupation  Centre,  is  renamed 
Training  Centre.  As  a  direct  consequence  of  the  Act,  there 
has  been  an  expansion  of  our  Mental  Health  Service.  A  sec¬ 
ond  Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  been  appointed,  and  plans 
have  been  approved  for  a  new  Training  Centre  in  Morley. 


A  further  advance  in  the  Mental  Health  field  was  put  into 
operation  in  1960.  Recent  research  has  made  it  possible  to 
detect  and  treat  a  very  rare  form  of  mental  subnormality  called 
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phenylketonuria.  This  condition  can  be  detected  in  the  first 
few  weeks  of  life  by  a  simple  test  on  the  baby’s  wet  nappy,  and 
this  test  is  now  done  by  the  Health  Visitors  for  every  baby 
born  in  the  Division.  The  importance  of  this  test  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  phenylketonuria  can  now  be  treated  by  a  special 
diet  if  it  is  discovered  in  early  life. 


In  November,  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  Derby 
and  Liverpool,  and  two  children  died.  In  that  month,  with 
the  assistance  of  General  Practitioners,  an  immunisation  cam¬ 
paign  was  launched  against  this  dreaded  disease.  Immunisa¬ 
tion  was  offered  to  all  children  up  to  the  age  of  ten,  and  since 
the  vaccine  can  often  be  combined  with  a  vaccine  immunizing 
against  tetanus,  protection  against  this  disease  was  also  offered 
in  the  campaign.  Posters  were  displayed  in  the  Clinics,  and 
a  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  local  Press  secured  good 
coverage  in  most  parts  of  the  Divsion.  Some  8,000  copies  of 
a  letter  addressed  to  parents  were  distributed  in  the  primary 
schools,  and  I  express  sincere  thanks  to  the  Divisional  Educa¬ 
tion  Officer  and  all  the  teachers  concerned,  for  the  efficient  way 
in  which  these  letters  were  distributed  and  the  consent  forms 
returned.  The  response  from  the  public  was  such  that  extra 
medical  staff  had  to  be  seconded  temporarily  to  the  Division. 


Hardly  any  of  the  children  coming  forward  in  the  campaign 
had  been  immunised  against  tetanus.  This  meant  that  each 
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of  these  children  required  three  or  four  injections  to  protect 
them  against  both  diphtheria  and  tetanus.  The  injections  are 
spaced  at  intervals  of  a  month,  and  so  most  of  the  immunisa¬ 
tion  courses  in  the  campaign  could  not  be  completed  before  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  children  re¬ 
ceiving  protection  against  these  two  diseases  will  therefore  not 
be  seen  in  full  measure  until  1961,  but  the  large  number  of 
consent  forms  received  from  parents  in  the  early  days  of  the 
campaign  indicates  that  a  considerable  increase  in  the  figures 
for  1961  can  be  confidently  predicted. 


Although  the  Sanitary  Department  functions  largely  in¬ 
dependently  of  this  Office,  there  are  many  problems  which  re¬ 
quire  frequent  consultation  with  the  Chief  Public  Health  In¬ 
spector,  Mr.  Cyril  Lewis.  We  have  met  at  least  once  a  week 
to  discuss  problems  and  policy,  and  I  wish  to  place  on  record 
my  sincere  thanks  for  the  unfailing  kindness  and  courtesy  of 
himself  and  his  staff.  I  am  unable  to  recall  a  single  instance 
of  ultimate  disagreement  in  our  many  discussions  together. 
Mr.  Lewis’  excellent  Report  is  attached,  and  I  will  allow  it 
to  speak  for  itself. 


The  vital  statistics  in  my  Annual  Report  indicate  a  pros¬ 
perous  and  healthy  community,  and  I  draw  your  attention  to 
the  following.  The  birth  rate  is  the  highest  for  the  last  ten 
years,  and  for  the  seventh  year  in  succession  there  was  no 
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maternal  death.  The  deaths  during  the  year  occurred  predom¬ 
inantly  in  the  older  age  groups.  In  fact,  of  the  total  of  501 
deaths,  only  17  occurred  within  the  ages  of  1  to  45  years  in¬ 
clusive.  For  the  first  time  since  statistics  were  compiled  there 
was  no  death  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  fell  by  approximately 
6  per  cent.  No  case  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  was  notified 
during  the  year  and  no  death  occurred  from  measles  or 
whooping  cough. 

In  comparison  with  the  declining  importance  of  tubercu¬ 
losis,  the  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  continue  to  rise,  and 
at  20  are  the  highest  ever  recorded  for  the  Borough.  The 
causal  relationship  between  cigarette  smoking  and  cancer  of  the 
lung  has  been  generally  accepted  by  the  medical  profession  for 
many  years,  and  it  is  disturbing  to  find  members  of  the  public 
who  still  remain  unconvinced  of  the  relationship.  The  fact 
is  that  innumerable  studies  in  this  and  other  countries  have 
clearly  demonstrated  that  cigarette  smoking  is  the  most  im¬ 
portant  single  factor  in  the  causation  of  this  disease.  The  risk, 
furthermore,  is  in  direct  proportion  to  the  number  of  cigarettes 
smoked.  A  person  continuing  to  smoke  twenty-five  cigarettes 
a  day  is  about  forty  times  more  liable  to  die  of  cancer  of  the 
lung  than  is  a  non-cmoker.  Pipe  smoking  does  not  carry  this 
risk.  Whether  the  pleasure  obtained  from  cigarette  smoking 
is  worth  the  risk  involved  is  an  individual  decision,  but  it  is 
important  that  all,  and  particularly  young  people,  should  be 
aware  of  the  risk  involved. 
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Nothing  is  more  important  in  this  world  than  the  welfare 
of  people.  It  is  sometimes  necessary  to  remind  ourselves,  as 
councillors,  officers  and  workers,  that  all  our  plans  and  poli¬ 
cies;  all  our  energy  and  expenditure;  all  our  buildings  and  other 
facilities,  are  designed  and  provided  wholly  and  exclusively  to 
this  end.  It  is  particularly  important  that  we  in  the  Public 
Health  Department  do  not  forget  this  truth,  for  it  is  our  duty 
and  privilege  to  help  to  safeguard  and  promote  the  health  of 
the  people.  This  work  cannot  be  effectively  continued  without 
the  willing  co-operation  of  other  organisations  working  towards 
the  same  end  —  the  General  Practitioners,  the  hospitals  and 
the  voluntary  societies.  The  co-operation  received  from  these 
organisations  during  the  year  has  been  excellent,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  so  from  the  General  Practioners.  No  day  passes 
without  a  doctor  calls,  phones  or  writes  offering  or  requesting 
help. 


In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  record  my  warm  appreciation 
of  the  support  I  have  received,  both  from  my  own  staff  and 
from  yourselves.

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SECTION  II. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 
A.  HOSPITALS. 


General  Hospital  Accommodation. 

There  are  no  hospitals  within  the  Borough  of  Morley,  but 
reasonably  adequate  facilities  are  available  in  Wakefield. 
Dewsbury,  and  Leeds,  under  the  administration  of  the  Leeds 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 


Isolation  Hospitals. 

Patients  with  infectious  disease  may  be  admitted  to 
Snapethorpe  Hospital,  Wakefield,  or  the  Seacroft  Hospital  at 
Leeds.  The  latter  hospital  admits  all  cases  of  acute  polio¬ 
myelitis  from  this  area. 


Maternity  Hospitals  and  Maternity  Homes. 

Maternity  hospital  facilities  are  available  at  centres  in 
W akefield,  Dewsbury  and  Leeds  and  there  is  a  maternity  home 
in  Morley.  Priority  is  given  to  abnormal  cases  and  to  mothers 
living  in  conditions  unsuitable  for  domiciliary  confinement. 
Many  expectant  mothers  requiring  hospital  confinement  are 
booked  through  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  this  department 
being  in  a  position  to  advise  on  social  circumstances. 


B.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


The  local  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council.  There  is  a  local  depot  in  the  centre 
of  the  town  but  all  calls  for  the  ambulance  service  should  be 
made  to  the  Ambulance  Headquarters.

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The  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  find  a  suitable  home  for  the  baby 
either  with  the  mother  or  with  the  grandparents. 

Special  advice  about  legal  adoption  is  given  if  this  is 
desired. 

These  cases  are  seen  in  the  home  by  the  Health  Visitor 
and  encouraged  to  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  regularly. 

Provision  of  Welfare  Foods,  etc. 

Most  proprietary  brands  of  milk  and  other  infant  foods 
are  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  for  the  convenience  of 
mothers,  and  special  brands  of  milk  are  ordered  when  neces¬ 
sary. 

Welfare  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice,  vitamin  A  and  D 
tablets,  and  National  Dried  Milk,  are  also  distributed  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 
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Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits. 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confine¬ 
ment  in  their  own  homes.

Emergency  Obstetric  Unit. 

The  “flying  Squad”  attached  to  Staincliffe  General  Hos¬ 
pital,  Dewsbury,  is  available  for  obstetric  emergency 
occurring  within  the  Borough. 

Analgesia. 

All  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  both 
trilene  and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  the  nec¬ 
essary  equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desir¬ 
ing  it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination  by  a  doctor. 
Seventy  women  received  gas  and  air  and  trilene  analgesia 
during  1960. 

D.  HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those 
of  School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Ser¬ 
vice  Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  advice  on  the  care  of  children,  and 
persons  (including  adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  of  ex¬ 
pectant  and  nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives 
advice  in  the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection. 
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E.  HOME  HELPS. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households  “where 
such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who 
is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged, 
or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.” 

During  1960,  401  cases  were  attended  by  Home  Helps,  as 
compared  with  381  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  total  number 
of  hours  worked  was  49,024.  This  is  approximately  2,000 
hours  more  than  in  1959.

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after¬ 
care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness  or 
sub-normality  venereal  disease  and  other  illnesses. 


G.  MENTAL  HEALTH. 

On  1st  November,  1960,  the  Mental  Health  Act  (1959) 
came  into  force.  As  from  that  date  the  establishment  provides 
for  the  services  of  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers  for  Morley 
M.B.,  Osset  M.B.,  Horbury  U.D.,  and  Wakefield  R.D. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  carry  out  duties  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  admission  of  patients  to  Psychiatric  Hospitals  and 
pre-care  and  after-care  of  such  patients  within  the  community.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

Early  in  February  of  this  year,  the  Minister  of  Health  an¬ 
nounced  the  extension  of  the  above  scheme  to  include  all  per¬ 
sons  who  had  not  attained  forty  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
application  and  a  number  of  priority  groups.  Leaflets  and  pos¬ 
ters  were  distributed  and  local  Press  statements  issued.  Ap¬ 
proaches  were  also  made  to  some  of  the  larger  local  factories. 
The  response  was  such  that  it  was  considered  advisable  to  ar¬ 
range  special  sessions  at  some  of  these  factories  and  other  con¬ 
sented  were  vaccinated  at  local  welfare  clinics. 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

During  the  year  138  people  were  vaccinated  against  small¬ 
pox,  69  of  whom  were  under  one  year  of  age. 

In  addition  57  people  were  re-vaccinated. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

This  scheme  is  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
immunising  vaccine  used  is  B.C.G.  and  the  selected  age-group 
is  that  of  children  in  their  fourteenth  year  with  a  view  to  aff¬ 
ording  protection  to  adolescents  in  the  early  years  of  their 
employment  in  industry  and  elsewhere.  This  scheme  was  put 
into  operation  in  Morley  late  in  1954. 

Vaccination  was  offered  to  all  children  in  this  age-group 
in  the  period  under  review,  acceptance  being  voluntary.

In  1950  a  joint  circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministries  of 
Health  and  Education  indicating  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
set  up  a  Committee  to  discuss  problem  families.  The  main 
function  of  this  Committee  is  to  bring  together  all  the  Statu¬ 
tory  and  Voluntary  Bodies  who  can  in  any  way  assist  in  the 
rehabilitation  of  a  problem  family.  The  Committee  meets  quar¬ 
terly  in  the  Morley  Town  Hall  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  considers  cases  for  the  Morley 
M.B.  A  total  of  14  cases  have  been  discussed  at  the  meetings 
during  1960. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  second  Annual  Report 
upon  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  year  1960.  The  statistical 
sections  of  the  report  will  show  details  of  the  continued  pro¬ 
gress  in  practically  all  fields.  In  addition  to  these  details,  the 
following  observations  are  submitted  for  your  particular  con¬ 
sideration. 


General  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  may  be  regarded 
on  the  whole  as  satisfactory.  There  is  now  only  one  dwelling- 
house  which  is  not  served  by  a  piped  public  water  supply.  This 
house  is  supplied  by  a  land  spring  which  over  the  years  has 
been  found  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory  but  during  the 
winter  months  of  1960  a  series  of  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
taken  from  this  supply.  It  was  found  that  incessant  heavy 
rain  was  bringing  subsoil  water  into  the  supply.  Added  pre¬ 
cautions  were  taken  until  samples  of  the  water  were  again 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  house  using  this  supply  will 
eventually  be  dealt  with  by  clearance  action  under  the  Hous¬ 
ing  Acts.  There  are  still  a  number  of  houses  not  connected 
to  the  local  authority's  sewers  and  in  some  cases  privy  middens 
are  still  in  use.  All  these  houses  are  situated  in  isolated  parts 
of  the  district  and  the  extension  of  sewers  to  serve  these  sep¬ 
arate  houses  or  blocks  of  houses  would  be  most  uneconomic. 
An  effort  was  made  to  interest  owners  of  houses  served  by 
privy  middens  to  convert  the  privy  middens  with  the  aid  of 
conversion  grants  to  water  closets  and  septic  tank  installations. 
Each  year  a  number  of  privy  middens  are  demolished  as  the 
properties  served  by  them  are  dealt  with  by  clearance  action 
under  the  Housing  Acts  and  the  total  number  of  privy  middens 
in  use  in  the  Borough  is  now  27  as  compared  with  41  in  the 
previous  year. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal, 

The  refuse  collection  service  cannot  be  considered  as  sat¬ 
isfactory  and  the  Health  Committee  is  aware  of  the  short¬ 
comings  of  this  service  and  during  the  year  have  made  an  effort 
to  have  the  service  improved.  Domestic  refuse  on  the  whole 
now  consists  of  bulk  and  not  weight  and  this  fact  has  to  be 
borne  in  mind  when  replacement  vehicles  are  purchased.  A 
step  was  taken  in  this  direction  when  an  order  was,  placed  for 
an  18/24  cubic  yard  refuse  collection  vehicle  where  the  refuse 
is  compressed  in  the  vehicle.  When  this  vehicle  is  brought  in¬ 
to  operation,  far  more  bins  can  be  dealt  with  daily  and  the 
number  of  daily  visits  to  the  tip  will  be  reduced  from  five  to 
two.  The  vehicle  will  also  have  a  low  loading  line  and  the 
crew  will  have  the  benefit  of  a  loaders’  cab  for  travelling  to 
and  from  the  depot.  The  provision  of  loaders’  cabs  on  refuse 
collection  vehicles  is  considered  a  necessity  these  days  for  the 
operation  of  an  efficient  service  and  has  become  a  normal  prac¬ 
tice  with  the  majority  of  local  authorities.  There  were  staffing 
problems  during  the  year  and  on  more  than  one  occasion,  there 
were  difficulties  in  replacing  ashbinmen  who  had  left  the  ser¬ 
vice.  Improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  men’s  canteen,  and 
the  drying  room  has  now  been  completed  and  fitted  with  lockers 
for  storage  of  dry  clothing  for  the  men.  At  the  same  time  the 
heating  system  to  the  garage  and  paper  baling  room  was  over¬ 
hauled  and  improved. 

The  ultimate  aim  for  this  service  should  be  a  weekly  collec¬ 
tion  which  in  effect  would  be  a  5  day  collection.  It  is  fairly 
certain  that  this  aim  cannot  be  achieved  without  increasing  the 
number  of  drivers  and  ashbinmen  and  a  gradual  replacement  of 
the  existing  type  vehicles  with  compression  type  vehicles.  A 
considerable  amount  of  new  development  is  taking  place  and 
although  this  is  counteracted  to  a  certain  extent  by  the  demoli¬ 
tion  of  substandard  dwellings,  the  time  taken  to  empty  dustbins 
in  a  large  estate  of  semi-detached  dwellings  with  a  fairly  long 
carriage  of  bin  from  house  to  vehicle  is  much  longer  than  that 
taken  for  an  equivalent  number  of  older  type  houses  where  up 
to  a  dozen  bins  for  a  block  are  stored  in  one  shelter  in  a  rear 
yard.  As  Smoke  Control  Orders  become  operative,  refuse 
from  houses  affected  by  the  Orders  which  is  normally  burnt, 
will  have  to  be  placed  in  the  dustbins  particularly  from  houses 
where  electricity  is  the  only  means  of  heating.  This  will  add 
considerably  to  the  amount  of  refuse  to  be  collected. 
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Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  by  means  of  controlled  tip¬ 
ping  and  the  two  tips  now  in  use  will  afford  tipping  facilities 
for  a  great  number  of  years. 


Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  Clean  Air  Act  is  now  taking 
up  a  good  percentage  of  the  Department’s  time  and  we  con¬ 
sider  that  it  is  time  put  into  extremely  good  use.  We  look  for¬ 
ward  to  the  day  when  Morley  is  completely  smokeless  and  both 
industry  and  domestic  premises  will  have  played  their  part  in 
achieving  this  very  fine  objective.  A  great  deal  of  time  was 
spent  in  preparing  for  the  confirmation  and  coming  into  opera¬ 
tion  of  Smoke  Control  Orders  Nos.  1 — 7. 

These  Orders  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  without  modification  and  there  was  not 
a  single  objection  lodged  against  the  Orders.  The  Minister 
made  the  1st  September,  1961,  as  the  date  of  operation  for  the 
Orders,  This  meant  that  any  work  of  conversion  or  adapta¬ 
tion  required  to  be  carried  out  to  fireplaces  could  be  done  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  months  with  the  least  amount  of  discomfort  or 
upheaval  for  the  householders  who  normally  can  manage  with¬ 
out  fires  during  this  period.  As  soon  as  the  Orders  were  con¬ 
firmed  every  householder  affected  was  given  full  details  of 
what  the  Order  entailed,  what  fuel  could  be  used  and  similar 
details  were  provided  for  each  fuel  merchant  in  the  Borough. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  general  reaction  to  the 
Smoke  Control  Orders  has  been  satisfactory.  The  majority 
of  householders  affected  by  the  Orders  are  satisfied  that  the 
effect  will  eventually  be  beneficial  to  them.  Fuel  merchants 
have  also  given  the  Department  every  co-operation  and  have 
contacted  the  Department  regarding  difficulties  brought  to  their 
notice  by  their  customers.  On  our  part  every  effort  has  been 
made  by  way  of  leaflets,  explanatory  letters  and  technical  hints 
to  help  the  householders  and  these  efforts  will  continue  after 
the  Orders  become  operative  to  iron  out  any  practical  difficul¬ 
ties.  The  main  difficulty  envisaged  will  be  in  connection  with 
the  lighting  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  in  certain  cases  and  as 
long  as  we  are  made  aware  of  such  difficulties,  we  shall  give 
every  assistance  possible  to  the  householders  concerned. 
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During  the  year  a  start  was  made  on  getting  details  of 
fireplaces  of  houses  affected  by  the  2nd  year  programme.  This 
area,  which  roughly  covers  the  left  hand  side  of  Britannia  Road 
to  Howdenclough  and  extends  to  the  Batley  boundary,  con¬ 
sists  of  141  council  houses  and  520  privately  owned  houses. 
Most  of  the  houses  have  been  erected  prior  to  1956,  and  will 
be  eligible  for  conversion  grants.  The  Order  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  his 
confirmation  in  October,  1961,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Order 
will  come  into  operation  during  the  summer  of  1962.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  work  of  adaptation  and  conversion 
worked  out  on  a  10%  inspection  of  the  various  types  of  houses 
affected  will  be  in  the  region  of  £14,700.  Council  approval 
was  given  during  the  year  to  the  making  of  3  Orders  in  respect 
of  new  estates  which  will  consist  of  220  houses  and  these  Or¬ 
ders  have  already  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  confirma¬ 
tion. 

Attention  was  given  throughout  the  year  to  the  survey  of 
industrial  smoke  and  the  effect  of  the  co-operation  of  indus¬ 
trialists  during  the  last  few  years  is  most  marked.  Observa¬ 
tions  were  taken  of  chimneys  of  plants  the  owners  of  which 
had  on  some  previous  occasion  accepted  the  invitation  of  the 
Smoke  Abatement  Advisory  Committee  to  discuss  with  them 
the  problem  of  excessive  smoke  from  their  chimneys.  In  the 
majority  of  cases  the  result  of  these  further  observations 
showed  a  distinct  improvement  and  it  must  be  satisfying  for 
the  Committee  to  know  that  the  time  spent  in  advising  indus¬ 
trialists  to  accept  the  technical  advice  available  for  them  from 
officers  of  the  local  authority,  the  National  Coal  Board  and 
Gas  and  Electricity  Boards  has  not  been  spent  in  vain.  There 
are  of  course  a  few  plants  which  still  emit  smoke  in  excess 
of  the  standard  laid  down  despite  the  fact  that  the  owners 
have  been  made  aware  of  these  contraventions  taking  place. 
If  these  contraventions  persist  there  will  be  no  alternative  but 
to  report  the  matter  to  the  Health  Committee  for  such  further 
action  as  the  Committee  considers  necessary. 


Housing. 

The  progress  made  during  the  year  in  the  Councils  Clear¬ 
ance  programme  has  been  exceptionally  good.  The  total  num¬ 
ber  of  houses  dealt  with  by  Clearance  or  Compulsory  Purchase 
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Orders  was  323  which  is  the  greatest  number  of  houses  dealt 
with  in  any  one  year.  In  addition  13  houses  were  dealt  with 
individually,  Demolition  Orders  being  made  in  respect  of  9  of 
the  houses  and  Closing  Orders  in  respect  of  the  other  4  houses. 
The  323  houses  were  contained  in  19  Clearance  Orders  and  2 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.  All  but  one  of  the  Clearance 
Orders  have  been  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  and  confirmation 
of  the  remaining  Order  should  soon  be  through.  Confirmation 
is  also  awaited  for  one  of  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders, 
that  of  the  Jackson  Lane  area  which  includes  in  all  some  151 
dwellinghouses  and  other  buildings.  Subject  to  confirmation 
of  the  Order  this  land  will  eventually  be  redeveloped  by  the 
Council  for  housing,  shops  and  possibly  some  industrial  devel¬ 
opment.  Thus  will  disappear  from  the  town  the  worst  area  of 
particularly  unfit  and  badly  arranged  houses  and  we  hope  to 
see  in  its  place  a  well  developed  entry  into  the  town  that  is 
also  pleasing  to  the  eye. 

The  Number  of  Clearance  Orders  confirmed  during  the 
year  amount  to  9  containing  86  houses.  The  number  of  objec¬ 
tions  to  Clearance  Orders  are  gradually  increasing  and  Public 
Local  Inquiries  have  had  to  be  held  to  deal  with  the  objections. 
These  entail  a  great  deal  of  additional  clerical  work  on  the 
staff  some  of  which  is  often  purposeless  when  it  is  found  that 
a  few  days  immediately  before  the  Inquiry  objections  have  been 
withdrawn.  The  use  of  photographs  at  the  Inquiries  has  this 
very  effect  upon  the  objectors.  Copies  of  these  photographs 
are  always  served  upon  the  objectors  a  few  days  prior  to  the 
inquiry  being  held  and  at  a  recent  Public  Inquiry  to  deal  with 
objections  to  57  houses,  objections  in  respect  of  29  of  the 
houses  were  withdrawn  between  the  date  of  serving  photo¬ 
graphs  on  the  objectors  and  the  actual  date  of  the  Inquiry. 
Owners  of  houses  subject  to  Clearance  Orders  are  sometimes 
of  the  opinion  that  they  have  to  object  to  the  Order  so  that 
they  may  qualify  for  a  well  maintained  payment.  This  of 
course  is  not  true  as  claims  of  well  maintained  payments  can 
be  made  without  formally  objecting  to  the  Order.  Objection 
is  sometimes  made  on  the  grounds  that  the  buildings  can  be 
used  for  purposes  other  than  use  as  human  habitation  and  plan¬ 
ning  permission  is  sought  to  this  end.  It  is  felt  that  these  ob¬ 
jections  are  made  purely  to  defeat  the  object  of  the  Order  i.e. 
the  rehousing  of  the  tenants  and  the  demolition  of  the  build¬ 
ings.  The  planners  say  that  there  need  be  no  objection  to  the 
buildings  being  used  for  some  other  purpose  and  that  they 
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can  be  allowed  to  remain  standing.  To  my  mind,  this  is  par¬ 
ticularly  bad  planning  and  in  any  event  once  the  Council  has 
declared  under  the  Housing  Act  that  the  most  satisfactory 
method  of  dealing  with  the  area  is  the  demolition  of  all  the 
buildings  in  the  area,  surely  they  cannot  under  another  Act 
allow  change  of  use  and  declare  that  the  building  can  remain 
standing. 

The  problem  of  unsatisfactory  demolition  of  houses  and 
site  clearance  still  takes  up  a  great  deal  of  the  Department’s 
time  and  our  efforts  in  getting  the  owners  of  these  houses  to 
move  quickly  is  often  to  no  avail.  When  these  houses  are 
left  partly  demolished  or  their  demolition  is  spread  over  many 
months  there  are  a  number  of  difficulties  to  be  overcome  be¬ 
fore  the  Council  can  clear  the  sites  in  default  and  recover  the 
cost.  In  the  meantime  the  areas  become  an  eyesore  to  the 
district  and  often  a  source  of  danger  to  passers  by  and  par¬ 
ticularly  to  children  who  seem  to  be  attracted  to  these  sites  to 
play.  It  is  felt  that  more  use  could  be  made  of  Compulsory 
Purchase  Orders  even  though  the  sites  may  be  too  small  for 
redevelopment  for  housing  purposes.  Some  other  use  could 
be  made  of  a  number  of  these  sites. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Standard  Grants  increa¬ 
sed  during  the  year  and  approval  was  given  for  6  discretionary 
grants  and  82  standard  grants.  There  were  applications  for 
payment  in  respect  of  59  standard  grants  and  the  total  pay¬ 
ments  made  amounted  to  £5,616.11.1  Od.  Of  the  82  applica¬ 
tion  for  standard  grants  approved,  16  only  were  in  respect  of 
tenanted  houses,  the  others  being  owner-occupied  houses. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  interest  owners  of  tenanted  houses 
to  improve  whole  blocks  of  houses  in  their  ownership  where 
the  houses  are  structurally  sound  but  lack  amenities.  The 
response  has  not  been  encouraging,  the  drawback  apparently 
being  the  initial  capital  layout  which  would  have  to  be  borne 
by  the  owners.  These  efforts  to  interest  property  owners  to 
modernise  whole  blocks  or  terraces  of  houses  will  continue  as 
it  is  felt  that  this  is  the  only  way  to  reap  the  fullest  benefit 
from  this  part  of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959, 
It  is  envisaged  that  at  some  future  date,  the  Government  will 
have  to  bring  in  compulsory  powers  for  the  modernising  of 
such  properties  in  order  to  prevent  them  from  becoming  future 
clearance  type  houses.  Member^  of  the  Health  Committee 
who  have  been  able  to  attend  the  annual  inspection  will  have 
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realised  what  immense  improvement  can  be  done  with  the  aid 
of  discretionary  and  standard  grants. 

It  can  be  claimed  that  tenanted  houses  in  the  Borough  are 
now  in  a  better  state  of  repair  than  ever  before.  To  a  great 
extent  this  may  be  the  effect  of  the  Rent  Act,  and  property 
owners  are  more  prompt  in  dealing  with  complaints  of  dis¬ 
repair.  The  number  of  complaints  of  serious  items  of  dis¬ 
repair  made  to  the  Department  are  less  each  year  and  we  find 
that  in  an  increasing  number  of  cases,  informal  action  has 
been  sufficient  notification  for  getting  the  necessary  repairs 
done. 


Inspection  of  Food  and  Food  Premises. 

On  the  whole  food  premises  in  the  Borough  can  be  re¬ 
garded  as  satisfactory,  some  are  extremely  good  both  in  con¬ 
struction,  design  and  equipment.  The  same  remarks  however 
do  not  apply  to  food  vehicles  some  of  which  are  very  much 
below  the  required  standard  of  cleanliness  and  efforts  are 
being  made  towards  their  improvement.  Morley  market  re¬ 
ceived  particular  attention  during  the  year  and  it  was  found 
that  methods  used  by  certain  stall-holders  for  the  storage  and 
handling  of  food  left  much  to  be  desired  and  in  a  number  of 
instances  verbal  warnings  were  given.  Handling  of  food  is 
now  much  better  but  the  building  itself  is  not  conducive  to 
hygienic  storage  and  exposure  of  food  for  sale,  especially 
susceptible  foods.  The  majority  of  the  stalls  are  of  poor 
design  and  construction,  the  floor  is  particularly  bad  and 
alleyways  between  stalls  are  extremely  narrow.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  a  new  covered  market  will  be  included  in  the 
Council’s  programme  of  central  development. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  two  food  ven¬ 
dors  found  smoking  whilst  handling  open  food;  the  cases 
received  a  certain  amount  of  publicity  in  the  local  press  and 
this  no  doubt  served  as  a  warning  to  other  food  handlers. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  best  method  of  educating 
food  handlers  in  the  hygienic  handling  of  food  is  by  informal 
talks  when  the  premises  are  visited  and  this  has  been  the 
practice  throughout  the  year.  It  is  difficult  to  arrange  suit¬ 
able  courses  for  food  handlers  out  of  working  hours  as  the 
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response  would  be  poor  and  the  persons  most  requiring  such 
education  would  not  show  sufficient  keenness  to  attend, 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  sampling  of  food  and  in  par¬ 
ticular  susceptible  food  was  carried  out  throughout  the  year 
and  a  full  and  detailed  examination  has  been  carried  out  of  the 
carcase  of  every  animal  slaughtered  in  the  Borough  for  human 
food. 


New  Legislation. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
1960  has  tightened  up  considerably  the  indiscriminate  parking 
of  caravans  on  unlicensed  sites  in  the  Borough.  Informal 
action  indicating  the  penalties  imposed  by  the  Act  has  been 
sufficient  to  make  occupiers  of  unlicensed  sites  to  remove  the 
caravans. 

The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960  has  given  added  powers 
in  dealing  with  noise  nuisances  to  those  contained  in  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  ( General  Powers)  Act,  the  only  means 
previously  for  dealing  with  noise  nuisance.  Informal  action 
under  the  new  Act  has  been  sufficient  to  deal  with  every  case 
of  noise  nuisance  to  date,  including  nuisance  caused  by  vib¬ 
ration.  It  is  apparent  that  the  very  fact  that  there  is  an  Act 
of  Parliament  made  specifically  to  deal  with  noise  nuisance 
is  in  itself  a  deterrent  and  this  is  particularly  apparent  in  the 
case  of  loudspeakers  used  by  street  vendors. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Act,  1960  vested  in  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority  (West  Riding  County  Council) 
the  powers  to  issue  all  dealers  milk  licences  as  from  1st  Jan¬ 
uary,  1961. 


Diseases  of  Animals. 

A  good  percentage  of  the  Department’s  time  is  taken  up 
each  year  with  duties  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 
It  is  work  well  worth  doing  but  seldom  receives  the  publicity 
it  deserves.  At  some  period  each  year  there  come  into  force 
restrictions  on  the  movement  of  animals  due  to  the  outbreaks 
of  animal  diseases  and  it  becomes  the  duty  of  this  Department 
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to  ensure  that  stock  owners  comply  with  such  restrictions. 
When  restrictions  are  in  force,  movement  of  animals  is  by 
licence  and  in  order  to  assist  stockowners  in  the  district  the 
office  is  opened  each  Sunday  morning  and  during  public  holi¬ 
days  for  the  issuing  of  licences. 


General. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  an  extremely  busy  one. 
The  volume  of  routine  day  to  day  work  appears  to  grow 
larger  each  year  and  the  carrying  out  of  this  work  at  the 
same  time  as  we  increase  our  activities  in  connection  with 
slum  clearance  and  the  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution 
ensures  a  full  day's  work  each  and  every  day  for  all  the  staff 
and  this  very  often  includes  Sunday  work  too. 

During  the  year  Mr.  R.  S.  Wright  joined  the  Department 
as  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  and  immediately  showed 
keenness  and  enthusiasm  in  all  aspects  of  the  work.  Mr.  P. 
W.  Riley  left  the  Department  to  take  up  a  similar  appointment 
at  Nelson  his  home  town  and  we  were  sorry  to  lose  his  ser¬ 
vices.  Mr.  J.  K.  Greenwood  commenced  duties  during  the 
year  as  student  Public  Health  Inspector  and  for  a  young  man 
coming  to  the  profession  direct  from  grammar  school  the  keen 
interest  he  has  taken  in  the  work  is  really  remarkable. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  his  ever  present  help,  advice  and  guidance  and  for  his 
support  and  keen  interest  he  has  taken  in  all  the  activities  of 
this  Department  immediately  on  commencing  duties  as  Med¬ 
ical  Officer  of  Health;  to  the  Deputy  Chief  and  District 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  clerical  staff  for  their  loyal 
support  and  their  readiness  to  give  freely  of  their  leisure  time 
in  order  that  the  work  of  the  Department  could  be  carried  out 
efficiently.  I  should  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  and 
thanks  for  the  many  ways  in  which  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  have  supported  our  work  during  the 
year  and  trust  that  our  efforts  will  continue  to  merit  that 
support.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Corporation  owns  the  Waterworks  undertaking  of 
the  Borough  and  supplies  water  for  domestic  and  industrial 
purposes.  There  is  only  one  dwellinghouse  in  the  area  which 
is  not  supplied  with  mains  water. 


The  water  supplied  by  the  Corporation  comes  in  part 
from  the  Corporation’s  own  reservoir  at  Withens  Clough  and 
in  part  from  supplies  purchased  from  Halifax  and  Bradford 
Corporations. 


The  water  collected  at  Withens  is  upland  surface  water 
from  the  moors.  It  is  water  free  from  pollution,  but  carry¬ 
ing  a  sediment  of  peaty  matter  and  has  an  acid  content. 


At  Withens  the  water  is  given  an  initial  treatment  by  the 
addition  of  lime  and  alumina  ferric.  This  is  followed  by 
pressure  filtration,  which  removes  the  bulk  of  the  sediment. 
The  water  is  piped  from  Withens  to  Morley,  a  distance  of 
20  miles  and  is  there  stored  in  service  reservoirs.  The  addi¬ 
tional  water  from  Halifax  Corporation  is  also  stored  in  these 
reservoirs.  A  final  treatment  by  chlorination  is  carried  out 
here. 


The  supply  has  been  of  good  quality  and  adequate 
throughout  the  year. 
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Regular  sampling  is  undertaken  by  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment  and  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  following  de¬ 
tails  are  given  of  samples  taken  during  1960.

The  condition  of  the  Water  is  highly  satisfactory. 


In  connection  with  the  2  unsatisfactory  samples  of  water, 
one  was  taken  in  the  Gildersome  area  and  the  other  in  the 
central  Morley  area.  In  both  cases  follow  up  samples  taken 
immediately  after  notification  of  the  unsatisfactory  reports 
showed  that  the  supply  had  returned  to  its  usual  high  quality 
standard. 


One  dwellinghouse  which  was  previously  dependent  on  a 
private  water  supply  was  connected  to  the  town’s  supply  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  In  the  case  of  the  dwellinghouse  which  is  with¬ 
out  town’s  water  supply  results  of  water  samples  from  the 
private  supply  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  during  a  period  of 
the  year  when  there  was  incessant  rain.  The  occupiers  were 
immediately  made  aware  of  the  position  and  precautions  were 
taken  until  the  supply  returned  to  a  satisfactory  state. 


Four  water  samples  taken  during  the  year  for  evidence 
of  plumbo-solvency  were  reported  on  as  being  satisfactory. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

During  1960  extensions  to  sewers  were  completed  for  the 
Moorhead  Housing  Estate,  Gildersome.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  main  Dewsbury  Road  Works  is  inadequate  and 
complaints  have  continued  to  be  received  from  the  Yorkshire 
Ouse  River  Board  regarding  unsatisfactory  effluents.  Re¬ 
construction  of  the  sewage  works  commenced  during  the  year. 

Investigations  into  improving  the  effluent  at  the  Drigh- 
lington  works  at  Cockersdale  are  in  progress. 

Other  Disposal  Works  have  proved  satisfactory  through¬ 
out  the  year.

All  refuse  collected  is  tipped.  Tips  at  Gelderd  Road, 
Gildersome  and  Dewsbury  Road,  Tingley  continued  in  use 
throughout  the  year.  These  two  sites  should  provide  tipping 
facilities  for  the  Borough  for  many  years  to  come.  Efforts 
were  made  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  approach  roads  to 
both  tips  but  the  approach  road  to  the  Dewsbury  Road  tip 
showed  little  improvement.  As  this  site  will  be  used  for  tip¬ 
ping  for  some  years,  an  improved  surface  to  the  approach  road 
is  very  essential. 
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The  hot  dry  summer  months  gave  rise  to  a  number  of  tip 
fires  which  can  be  most  troublesome  if  they  are  not  dealt  with 
quickly  and  adequately  and  upset  the  efficiency  of  controlled 
tipping.  The  Dewsbury  Road  tip  seems  to  be  an  attraction  to 
unwelcome  callers  at  weekends  and  the  disturbance  of  refuse 
by  these  persons  causes  waste  paper  to  be  blown  across  the 
valley  thus  giving  a  false  impression  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
department  in  carrying  out  controlled  tipping.  Warning  noti¬ 
ces  seem  to  have  little  or  no  effect  in  restraining  these  persons. 

Waste  Paper. 

The  bulk  of  the  salvage  income  is  derived  from  the  sale 
of  waste  paper.  Collected  waste  paper  is  taken  to  the  Central 
Depot  where  it  is  baled.  The  hand  and  power  baling  machines 
were  replaced  during  the  year  with  a  new  power  baling  press. 
The  new  press  has  already  been  found  to  be  a  great  asset 
for  although  a  greater  tonnage  was  baled  during  the  year,  less 
manual  labour  was  required  for  baling.  In  addition  to  the 
waste  paper  collected  by  the  refuse  collection  vehicles,  one 
vehicle  is  enaged  solely  on  the  collction  of  waste  paper  from 
shops,  offices  and  industrial  premises. 

The  total  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  during  1960 
was  217  tons  —  an  increase  of  66  tons  over  the  previous  year. 
There  are  now  no  restrictions  on  the  market  for  waste  paper 
but  the  response  to  publicity  given  during  the  year  for  addi¬ 
tional  waste  paper  did  not  bring  in  the  additional  tonnage 
expected.  Continued  efforts  are  still  being  made  to  improve 
the  amounts  collected  and  as  Smoke  Control  Orders  become 
operative,  the  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  should  be  con¬ 
siderably  higher  than  the  amount  brought  in  at  present.  The 
ultimate  aim  is  to  collect  at  least  40  tons  a  month.  Income 
from  the  sale  of  waste  paper  was  £1,705.

The  policy  adopted  by  the  Health  Committee  of  moderni¬ 
sing  a  block  of  sanitary  conveniences  each  year  has  continued 
to  be  operated.  During  1960  the  men’s  convenience  in  Bridge 
Street  was  modernised. 
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The  policy  of  providing  new  public  conveniences  was  re¬ 
viewed  during  the  year  and  the  Committee  recommended  that 
the  provision  of  new  public  conveniences  for  both  men  and 
women  at  the  under-mentioned  sites,  be  carried  out  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  order  of  priority:  — 

1.  Drighlington  Cross  Roads. 

2.  Gildersome  Cross  Roads. 

3.  Top  of  Fountain  Street. 


It  is  hoped  that  new  conveniences  will  be  erected  near 
Drighlington  Cross  Roads  during  1961;  money  has  been  allo¬ 
cated  for  this  in  the  annual  estimates,  a  plot  of  land  has  been 
earmarked  as  a  suitable  site  and  it  is  hoped  that  agreement 
can  be  reached  with  the  owner  for  either  the  sale  or  lease 
of  this  land. 


The  Committee  gave  serious  thought  during  the  year  to 
improving  the  system  of  cleansing  public  conveniences.  No 
transport  had  ever  been  allocated  for  this  work  and  it  was 
considered  undesirable  for  the  attendant  to  use  public  trans¬ 
port  as  a  means  of  conveyance  of  himself  and  equipment  from 
one  convenience  to  another.  it  was  decided  to  allocate  a 
small  van  for  the  use  of  the  attendant  and  this  would  ensure 
that  each  convenience  would  be  cleansed  daily.  It  was  also 
decided  that  the  conveniences  would  be  cleansed  on  six  days 
a  week  and  that  an  amount  be  included  in  the  annual  estimates 
for  1961  to  cover  the  overtime  involved. 


Again  during  this  year  a  great  deal  of  time  and  money 
was  spent  replacing  and  repairing  damaged  equipment  caused 
by  acts  of  vandalism.  Senseless  acts  of  damage  by  irrespons¬ 
ible  persons  occur  practically  at  each  weekend  and  warning 
notices  seem  to  act  as  a  challenge  to  these  vandals  rather  than 
as  a  deterrent  to  misuse  and  damage.

646  informal  notices  and  1 1 1  statutory  notices  were  com¬ 
plied  with. 

The  number  of  nuisances  found  and  abated  is  now  not  any¬ 
thing  like  the  number  experienced  in  1955  and  1956  and  this 
is  perhaps  understandable.  A  large  number  of  unfit  dwelling- 
houses.  the  owners  of  which  would  not  carry  out  any  repairs 
until  statutory  action  was  taken  against  them,  have  now  been 
dealt  with  by  clearance  action  and  the  houses  have  been  demol¬ 
ished.  Owners  have  received  the  benefit  of  increased  rents 
under  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  for  3  years  and  are  in  the  main  tak¬ 
ing  notice  of  complaints  of  disrepair  made  by  their  tenants  and 
ordering  the  required  repairs  to  be  carried  out  without  the  ten¬ 
ants  having  to  resort  to  complaining  to  the  Public  Health  In- 
spector  s  Department  for  assistance  to  have  the  matters  reme¬ 
died.  Owners  and  tenants  are  aware  that  the  Rent  Act,  1957, 
has  provided  machinery  by  which  the  tenant  can  enforce  repairs 
to  his  house  by  direct  negotiation  with  the  landlord  where  the 
tenancy  is  still  a  controlled  one  and  this  must  have  some  bear¬ 
ing  on  the  improvement  in  the  maintenance  of  houses  by  the 
owners. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  made  by  tenants 
of  an  insufficient  water  supply  has  been  noticeable  and  in  order 
to  speed  up  the  legal  proceedings  for  dealing  with  these  com¬ 
plaints  the  Committee  gave  power  to  the  Chairman  to  authorise 
the  service  of  statutory  notices  rather  than  wait  for  the  full 
Committee  to  authorise  such  service  of  notices.  During  the 
year  notices  were  served  for  the  improvement  of  the  water  sup¬ 
ply  to  228  houses.  In  many  cases  the  owners  have  agreed  for 
the  work  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Departments  on  their  behalf 
and  for  the  cost  of  the  work  to  be  shared  among  the  various 
owners  involved.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  cleansing  of  the 
supply  pipes  with  acid  has  been  adequate  to  improve  the  sup- 
ply.

There  are  two  public  swimming  baths  in  Morley.  These 
are  enclosed  baths  with  heated  and  treated  water.  The  treat¬ 
ment  consists  of  continuous  filtration  and  the  addition  of 
chlorine  and  ammonia. 

82  samples  were  taken  from  the  swimming  baths  during 
1960.  Two  samples  were  reported  on  as  being  unsatisfactory. 
These  were  taken  on  the  same  day  and  were  found  to  be  due 
to  a  choked  chlorinator.

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The  system  in  operation  by  which  the  furniture  and  effects 
t>f  all  families  transferred  to  Council  Houses  is  inspected  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  before  removal  takes  place  and 
where  considered  necessary,  van  fumigation  by  H.C.N.  is  car¬ 
ried  out,  has  operated  very  successfully.  Well  over  a  thousand 
new  houses  have  been  occupied  since  the  war,  the  number  of 
cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  found  in  the  new  houses  has  been 
extremely  small.  Such  few  cases  as  have  occurred  have  all 
been  found  to  be  associated  with  the  subsequent  purchase  ot 
second-hand  furniture  obtained  from  premises  known  to  be  in¬ 
fested.  The  Council's  regulations  require  that  such  furniture 
shall  be  inspected  before  being  taken  to  the  Council  House, 
and  if  this  regulation  was  strictly  complied  with  these  few  cases 
could  also  be  prevented. 


There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  general  availability 
of  efficient  modern  insecticides  has  done  much  to  reduce  the  in¬ 
cidence  of  bed  bug  infestation  throughout  the  town  and  the 
number  of  cases  in  private  houses  referred  to  the  Department 
is  much  below  the  figure  obtaining  before  the  war. 


The  assistance  of  the  Department  is  often  sought  to  deal 
with  other  insect  pests  and  in  appropriate  cases  the  services  of 
our  Disinfestation  Operative  are  made  available.  In  view  of 
the  increase  of  this  aspect  of  the  work  and  the  variety  of  insect 
pests  dealt  with,  approach  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  through  the  Workable  Area 
Committee  to  arrange  short  courses  for  Disinfestation  Opera¬ 
tives  in  the  effective  treatment  against  and  the  control  of  infes¬ 
tation  with  various  types  of  insects.  Such  courses  would  be 
exceedingly  valuable. 


Occasionally  during  the  summer  months  complaints  are 
received  of  nuisance  from  bees  settling  near  houses,  We  are 
in  the  happy  position  of  being  able  to  contact  one  or  two 
local  apiarists  who  never  fail  to  deal  with  the  situation. 


Advantage  was  again  taken  of  the  advisory  service  of  the 
Infestation  Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fish¬ 
eries  and  Food  in  the  treatment  of  premises  infested  by  lesser 
known  species  of  insects  and  also  in  the  most  effective  treat¬ 
ment  of  a  large  scale  fly  nuisance.

The  work  of  rodent  control  is  organised  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

Inspectional  work  was  maintained  at  a  high  rate  through¬ 
out  the  year.  It  is  felt  that  the  regular  inspection  of  premises 
liable  to  rodent  infestation  is  an  important  part  of  any  system 
of  rodent  control  as  it  enables  premises  to  be  treated  before 
major  infestations  occur. 

Sewage  disposal  works  and  refuse  tips  are  regularly  in¬ 
spected  for  infestations  and  immediate  treatments  are  carried 
out  where  necessary. 

Test  baiting  was  again  carried  out  in  10  per  cent,  of  the 
sewer  manholes  in  the  borough.  Some  of  the  manholes  chosen 
were  those  situated  in  areas  where  surface  infestation  existed. 
Apart  from  small  pockets  of  infestations  in  the  Whitehall  Road 
area,  Drighlington,  Britannia  Road,  Morley  and  Woodhouse 
Lane  and  Main  Street,  East  Ardsley,  all  the  sewers  were  found 
to  be  free  from  infestation.  Effective  treatment  of  the  sewers 
found  to  be  infested  was  immedately  carried  out. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Industrial  Smoke — 

No.  of  timed  observations  made  .  231 

The  number  of  timed  observations  made  during 
1960  was  231  as  compared  with  233  in  1959. 
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The  policy  of  carrying  out  extensive  and  detailed  surveys 
of  the  amounts  of  smoke  emitted  from  each  industrial  chimney 
in  the  borough  was  continued  throughout  the  year.  In  cases 
where  the  observations  show  a  regular  emission  of  black  or 
dark  smoke  in  excess  of  the  standard,  the  firm  concerned  are 
invited  to  discuss  the  problem  with  the  Smoke  Abatement  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee. 


The  chimneys  of  14  premises  were  subject  to  detailed 
surveys  during  the  year.  In  1 1  cases  regular  emission  in  excess 
of  the  standard  were  noticed  and  the  firms  concerned  appeared 
before  the  Smoke  Abatement  Advisory  Committee.  In  all  cases 
there  was  a  readiness  to  co-operate  with  the  Committee  and 
to  act  on  technical  advice  offered  by  officers  of  the  National 
Coal  Board,  Gas  and  Electricity  Boards  serving  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  In  the  majority  of  cases  there  was  a  subsequent  im¬ 
provement  noted.  Remedial  measures  carried  out  included 
alterations  to  firegrates,  improvement  of  draught,  part  electri¬ 
fication  of  plant,  change  of  grade  of  fuel  and  in  suitable  cases 
the  use  of  coke  or  oil  as  an  alternative  fuel. 


Prior  approval  of  Installation — 

Prior  approval  under  Section  3  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  was 
given  to  1  new  furnace  to  be  installed  in  a  new  building. 


Domestic  Smoke — 

During  the  year  a  considerable  amount  of  work  was  car¬ 
ried  out  in  connection  with  the  making  of  Smoke  Control 
Orders.  A  great  deal  of  this  work  is  administrative  and  where 
grants  for  adaptation  and  conversion  of  fireplaces  are  involved, 
costings  for  each  house  have  to  be  worked  out.  Smoke  Con¬ 
trol  Orders  Nos.  1 — 7  (inc.)  were  submitted  to  the  Minister 
for  confirmation  and  later  in  the  year  the  Council  gave  appro¬ 
val  for  Smoke  Control  Orders  8,  9,  11  and  12  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Minister  for  confirmation.  Detailed  inspections  of  fire¬ 
places  in  houses  which  are  included  in  Smoke  Control  Order 
No.  10  (2nd  year  programme)  were  commenced  during  the 
year  but  as  the  majority  of  houses  contained  in  this  area  have 
been  erected  before  1956,  it  will  take  a  considerable  amount 
of  administrative  work  before  final  costs  and  analysis  of  fire¬ 
places  etc.  are  found.

SMOKE  CONTROL  AREAS  (Continued). 
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Atmospheric  pollution  recording  gauges  were  in  use  in  the 
Borough  throughout  the  year.  Three  types  of  instruments  are 
in  use.  Soot  deposit  gauges  record  the  total  soot  deposits, 
sulphur  recording  gauges  indicate  the  sulphur  pollution  and 
a  suction  air  filter  records  the  general  pollution  of  the  air  in 
particles. 


In  central  Morley  one  of  each  of  these  types  of  gauge  is 
in  use.  The  soot  deposit  gauge  and  sulphur  recording  gauge 
in  operation  at  Cave  Lane,  East  Ardsley  is  to  ascertain  the 
extent  of  pollution  in  that  area  from  the  Railway  Yards  in 
the  Falls,  East  Ardsley.

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HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act, 
3951  which  came  into  operation  in  April,  1952,  provides  that 
no  person  shall  carry  on  the  trade  of  hairdresser  or  barber  un¬ 
less  he  and  his  premises  are  registered  by  the  local  authority. 

The  Act  also  empowers  the  local  authority  to  make  bye¬ 
laws  for  controlling  the  trade  of  hairdressing  and  such  bye¬ 
laws  are  in  operation  in  this  area. 

There  are  46  hairdressers  on  the  register  and  24  visits  of 
inspection  were  made  during  the  year. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  premises  were  registered  as  Pet  Shops  during  1960. 
24  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  these  premises. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
1960  came  into  force  during  the  year.  The  powers  contained 
in  the  Act  are  a  great  improvement  for  the  control  of  caravans 
stationed  on  sites  in  the  area.  Only  a  small  number  of  cara¬ 
vans  were  stationed  in  the  district  during  the  year.  The 
majority  of  these  was  an  odd  caravan  or  two  brought  on  to 
unlicensed  sites.  An  informal  notice  to  the  occupier  of  the 
land  pointing  out  the  relevant  penalties  under  the  Act  was 
sufficient  action  to  have  the  caravan  removed. 

Two  sites  are  used  occasionally  by  members  of  the  Show¬ 
men’s  Guild.  Each  time  these  sites  are  occupied,  visits  are 
made  to  ensure  that  the  persons  occupying  the  caravans  are 
members  of  the  Guild  and  at  no  time  has  there  been  cause  for 
complaint  regarding  the  condition  of  the  sites  or  the  caravans 
stationed  on  these  sites. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  three  premises  in  the  borough  where  offensive 
trades  are  carried  on.  One  of  these  is  used  for  the  refining 
of  dripping  and  tallow,  one  for  fat  melting,  bone  boiling,  glue 
making,  gut  scraping,  tripe  boiling,  soap  making  and  fat  ex¬ 
tracting  and  in  the  other  gut  scraping  and  fat  boiling  is 
carried  out. 

Byelaws  are  in  operation  for  the  control  of  all  these  trades 
and  during  the  year  5  inspections  were  carried  out.

Overcrowding 

There  is  relatively  but  a  small  number  of  houses  which 
are  statutorily  overcrowded.  There  are  however  some  cases 
of  sex  overcrowding  of  dwellinghouses  on  bedroom  basis,  i.e. 
children  of  opposite  sex  over  ten  years  of  age  having  to  share 
the  same  bedroom  and  these  are  being  dealt  with  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  “Points”  Letting  Scheme.  These  cases  occur  mainly  in 
one  or  two  bedroom  houses  or  where  a  married  son  or  daugh¬ 
ter  and  family  share  his  or  her  parents’  home.  A  number  of 
such  overcrowding  cases  are  also  reduced  when  the  houses 
they  occupy  are  the  subject  of  confirmed  clearance  orders  and 
the  tenants  are  rehoused  by  the  Corporation.

Continued  improvement  is  being  made  in  this  aspect  of 
housing  conditions  and  much  of  the  credit  for  this  improve¬ 
ment  is  due  to  the  operation  of  the  Corporators  “Points  ' 
Letting  Scheme  for  Council  houses  which  has  been  in  opera¬ 
tion  since  1946  and  which  has  made  overcrowding  a  principal 
factor  in  estimating  need  for  rehousing. 


Certificates  of  Disrepair 

Only  a  few  applications  were  made  during  the  year  for 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act,  It  may  be  that 
this  is  an  indication  of  improved  maintenance  of  houses  being 
carried  out  by  the  owners,  but  the  true  position  cannot  be 
effectively  gauged  as  the  whole  procedure  can  be  carried  out 
by  direct  negotiation  between  landlord  and  tenant  and  only 
the  default  cases  come  to  the  notice  of  the  local  authority. 
The  number  of  Forms  ‘G’  issued,  on  application,  to  tenants 
during  the  year  was  very  small  indeed.

Two  milk  retailers  were 
each  fined  10/-  for  failing  to  renew  their  licences  to  sell  des¬ 
ignated  milk.

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The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947-52, 
have  proved  a  very  successful  means  of  controlling  the  man¬ 
ufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream  and  have  achieved  their  object 
of  ensuring  a  clean  and  safe  product.  In  1946,  the  last  year 
before  the  introduction  of  the  Regulations,  out  of  44  samples 
taken  in  the  Borough  21  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
During  the  past  six  years,  out  of  399  samples  taken  only  14 
have  been  unsatisfactory.

Of  the  seven  private  slaughterhouses  licensed  six  have 
been  in  regular  use  throughout  the  year.  In  these  slaughter¬ 
houses  a  complete  inspection  has  been  carried  out  of  every  an¬ 
imal  slaughtered.  A  general  tendency  for  butchers  to  slaugh¬ 
ter  at  nights  and  week-ends  makes  it  inevitable  that  much  ot 
the  work  has  to  be  performed  out  of  normal  working  hours. 
Wherever  possible  the  Inspector  is  present  at  the  time  of 
slaughter  and  special  attention  is  given  to  preventing  unneces¬ 
sary  pain  or  suffering. 

All  meat  condemned  at  slaughterhouses  is  at  all  times  col¬ 
lected  and  disposed  of  by  the  Department.  Should  any  large 
amount  be  condemned  at  a  slaughterhouse  at  any  one  time, 
say  a  complete  side  of  beef,  the  meat  is  stained,  sold  and  trans¬ 
ported  to  a  meat  sterilisation  firm  by  the  Department.  The 
salvage  value  obtained  from  such  sale  is  paid  over  to  the  but¬ 
cher  concerned  less  cost  of  transport.  The  Meat  (Staining  and 
Sterilisation)  Regulations  which  came  into  force  during  the 
year  to  ensure  the  proper  disposal  of  condemned  meat  made 
no  practical  difference  to  the  system  already  operated  by  the 
Department. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  was  1  ton  0  cwts. 
0  qrs.  4  lbs. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Report  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  during  the  year  was  accepted 
by  the  Minister  without  modification  and  1st  July,  1961,  the 
date  recommended  by  the  Council  by  which  all  slaughterhouses 
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were  to  comply  with  the  Construction  Regulations  was  confir¬ 
med  by  the  Ministers.  All  occupiers  of  Slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  were  made  aware  of  this  date  and  on  the  1st  July,  1961, 
the  position  regarding  numbers  of  slaughterhouses  in  operation 
in  the  district  will  be  as  follows :  —  One  new  slaughterhouse 
will  be  in  operation  and  three  existing  slaughterhouses  will 
have  been  reconstructed  and  improved  to  comply  with  the  Con¬ 
struction  Regulations,  the  four  remaining  slaughterhouses  will 
have  relinquished  their  licences. 

It  is  not  anticipated  that  the  amount  of  meat  slaughtered 
in  the  Borough  will  be  lessened  by  this  re-arrangement  for  the 
occupiers  of  three  of  the  four  slaughterhouses  which  will  not 
be  used  still  have  facilities  to  slaughter  at  the  licensed  slaugh¬ 
terhouses  in  the  Borough. 

A  100  per  cent,  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
Borough  for  human  food  was  carried  out  throughout  the  year 
and  tribute  should  be  paid  to  the  butchers  for  the  high  quality 
of  meat.  Out  of  1036  cattle  slaughtered,  there  were  no  whole 
carcases  condemned  for  tuberculosis  and  out  of  this  total  only 
10  were  found  to  have  an  organ  or  organs  affected  with  tuber¬ 
culosis.  It  is  significant  too  that  out  of  1219  pigs  slaughtered, 
there  were  only  9  carcases  of  which  some  part  or  organ  was 
found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis.  No  evidence  of  cysti- 
cercosis  was  found  in  any  bovine  carcase  inspected.

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Special  Examinations  of  Food. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  various  samples  or  speci¬ 
mens  were  forwarded  to  the  laboratories  for  chemical  or 
bacteriological  examination. 

Samples  of  liquid  egg  were  taken  throughout  the  year 
on  each  day  processing  took  place  at  the  canning  and  freezing 
premises.  In  all  256  samples  were  taken  and  of  this  total 
8  samples  were  reported  on  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
as  being  unsatisfactory.  On  each  occasion  the  infected  batch 
of  processed  material  was  isolated  and  eventually  pasteurised 
before  distribution.  The  Department  is  informed  by  letter 
where  and  when  pasteurisation  has  taken  place. 

Twenty  samples  of  imitation  cream  were  taken  during 
the  year  at  bakehouses  and  two  of  these  were  reported  on  as 
being  unsatisfactory.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  oc¬ 
cupiers  of  the  premises  concerned  and  follow  up  samples 
proved  to  be  satisfactory.  Three  samples  of  fresh  cream 
taken  of  bacteriological  examination  were  found  to  be  unsat¬ 
isfactory.  As  the  supply  of  cream  came  from  a  source  out¬ 
side  the  Borough,  the  Public  Health  Department  concerned 
was  notified.  The  retailers  concerned  on  being  notified  of  the 
result  of  the  samples  changed  his  source  of  supply. 

Three  samples  of  sausages  were  taken  for  chemical 
analysis  on  behalf  of  a  Hospital  Management  Committee.  One 
sample  did  not  comply  with  the  standard  laid  down  in  the 
contract  between  supplier  and  the  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  it  was  left  to  the  Hospital  Management  to  take 
action. 

Six  mineral  water  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacteriolog¬ 
ical  examination  as  a  check  on  the  efficiency  of  bottle  washing 
at  the  factory.  The  results  obtained  were  very  satisfactory.
